Still 
less could we have consented, as Karl Rus- 
sell points out, to submit the Lona fide of 
our Government, or the legal competency of 
our law officers to the judgment cf any for- 
ciga government. The best, if not the only 
solution of the difficulty, therefore, was that 
suggested by Kurl Russell, and we carnest- 

ly hope it will be the means for the termin- 
avion of a controversy which, but for the 
forbearance show by both partics, would 
certainly have led to arupture between 
Great Britain and the United States.

A MODEL BANK CLERK, 


One of the reporters of a Now York pa- 
per afew days ago, picked up, on board 
of a Brooklyn ferry-boat, a few olosely 
written pages, torn from a memorandum 
book.

Wednesday—Dropped in for a sew mo- 
ments at the Fulton-street prayer-mecting, 
knowing that two of the Directors were to 
be there. They saw me. Maile-a few 
feeling remarks about the hideous preva 
lence of Sabbath-breaking among young 
men. Directors were visibly affected. Bor- 
rowed $75 from bank, and paid livery ‘sta 
ble bill. tg Sik 
Thursday—Drunk again last’ night —

Anonyma came 
down to the bank, and demanded that thcu- 
sand from me. President saw her. Devil 
of a row. Borrowed $34,000, and took 
passage per Arabia,

Sentences of the Burglars Schram, Claypole 


and Kerr.— The Murderer McDowell-to 


be Executed on the 20th December. 


At tho sitting of the Assizes in London, 
yesterday afternoon, the Court proceeded to 
pass sentences upon the felons Schram, 
lay pole, and Kerr, convicted of an attempt- 
ed erry of the residence of Mr. Glack-

GOVERNOR HINOKS DISMISSES THE CHIEF 
JUSTIOR. 

For some timo back our West Indian 
contomporarics havo been discussing tho 
official squabbles of on old acquaintance 
Hon, Francis Hincks, Governor of Dome- 
rara, The Domerara papers haye more 
than once published allegorical aquibs about 
encounters botwoen the “ Canadian pet,’”’ 
and somo local politician or public official. 
Tho latest exploit of Mr. Hincks has boen 
the dismissal of the Ohief Justice of Deme- 
rara, Hon. Mr. Beaumont. This last nam- 
od gentleman was appointed by the Seore- 
tary of State Chief Justice of the Colony 
only a year ago, and it was thought at the 
timo that his appointment was the occasion 
of much chagrin to tho Governor, who had 
made the appointments, consequent on tho 
vacation of tho office by the death of the 
former Chief Justice, which ho had hoped 
to have confirmed. Any way, the new 
Chief Justice and His Excellency wero 
from tho first on bad terms, and numberless 
disputes had arisen between them in tho 
Court of Polity, an arrangement in which 
Governor Hincks was thought by the Judge 
to bo disposed unduly to interfere, At last 
Mr. Hincks adopted on the 9th of August 
the extreme measure of suspending the 
Chief Justice, and appointing another, after 
having a few days before declared his in- 
tention of recommending his removal, and 
the paper before us states that the Chief 
Justice wrote to the officers connected with 
the Court of Justice, notifying that he dis- 
puted the act of suspension, and warning 
thom against obeying the orders of Mr, 
Smith as Chief Justice. 

Tt seems the Court had to sit noxt day, 
and when Mr, Beaumont went to it, he was 
driven back by policemen stationed on the 
spot by the Governor.

it was taken in scows. ‘They also acknow- 
lodged the receipt of $708,70 on account, De 
feudants put up os a defence that the measure 
ment was merely for the purpose of paying o 
porti n of the contract price; that they were 
not obliged to pay for oulla; that they could 
ouly get 377 cords of good wood out of the 
whole, acourding to the terms of the contract;

It is not believed 
that any opperations on a large soale will 
be attempted—only raids or harrying par- 
ties to keep up the excitement and the sub- 
soriptions, Anything of’ a more formidable 
mind will, itis believed, be taken cognizance 
of and prevented by the U. 8, Government, 
which cannot allow war to be levied on us 
upon any large soale and pretend to be ig- 
uorant of it or unable to check the inour- 
sions- Aooordiogly, the number of mon 
to be called ont will not be so large, wo have 
reason to believe, as of those on the frontior 
servic last winter, If we are correctly in- 
formed, they will also not be battalioned, 
but stationed as single companies along tho 
lrontior westward from Montro Not 
more than two, perhaps not more than one 
company will be taken from the Montreal 
volunteer force, Butin addition to this, 
especial pains will bo taken to bring up tho 
volunteer force all over tho country to the 
fullest efficionoy, and to havo it hold in readi- 
noss for any serious omorgonoy, ready to

This appalling postilence is making rapid 
strides from its mysterious home in tho East, 
towards the Western continent, It has al- 
ready made its appearanee in England, and 
somo unmistakable casos of Asiatic Cholera 
have been reported from Now York. It has 
therefore become the sottied opinion of many 
in tho medical profession, that this scourge 
will be upon us next summer at the farthest, 
and wo are warned everywhere in the presg 
to make such sanitary preparations as will 
limit and mitigate the ravages of this foll des- 
troyor Widespread and numerous ag the 
victims of this terrible epidemic have been, 
its history and pathology aro still involved in 
singular obscurity. All we know, from the 
best authorities, of its history is, that prior to 
1817 it was indistinstly known. In that year 
iv made its appearance in Jessore, a town in 
British India, after baying raged to a fear- 
ful extent in tho south part of Bungal, 
whence it spread over a great part of 
Asia, carrying off millions of the human race, 
In Madias, between 1818 and 1822, the Brit- 
ish army Wore attacked by this invisible en- 
emy, and over 20 per cont. died. During the 
same period, one-sixth of a Province on the 
Porsian Gulf perished, and in another Pro- 
vince, within a fow wooks time, over 18,000 
fell victiins to the same cauie, In 1830, in 
Moscow, d& per cent, of all attacked died.— 
To 1882, 18,000 died in Paris, and in Palermo, 
ina population of 120,000, 25,000 perished. 
Daring the same period tho pestilence crossed 
tho Atlantic, and filled the land with conster- 
nation and terror, carrying desolation and 
mourning to thousands of family circles, nock- 
ing the skill of megical science, which was 
powerless to stay its ravages. [tis unneces- 
sary to mention subsequent visitations to this 
continent, aéthey are bat too well remem- 
“bored from tho fatal record loft bebind, Such 
is the history ina brief spaco of the Asiatic 
Obolera. We know little or nothing of its 
origin. It is loss than half a contury, as we 
havo seen, since the attention of the world 
has been drawn towards it, and since then we 
have been only permitted to mark, not to at: 
its progress. ‘The pathology of this singular 
disease is even more obscure and confused 
than its history. A number of theories as to 
its cause have been propounded, and abandon- 
ed as unsatisfactory.

to be in the atmosphere, by sending up picoes 
of fresh meat in balloons. Over the district 
where Oholera prevailed the meat came down 
in a short period tainted aod unfit for use; 
whilo over the healtby districts no such result 
was produced. ‘This proof seems to bo con 
clusive of the impurity of the atmosphere 
where tho Oholera rages, The atroospherio 
theory, hewever, is subject to grave difficul 
ties to acientitic explanation, Lt may be ask- 
ed, if the poison or contagion exists in the air, 
how is it interfused? Is tho whole atmos- 
phere impregnated, or only certain belts or 
strata? [t would seem to be the latter,as itis 
generally confined to certain localities within 
a prescribed zone, indicated by the onward 
march of the disease. If xo, then by what 
atmospheric law do these infected curi ents of 
air travel in the direction which the Oholera 
generally takes? We know of no law of this 
kind, On the contrary the currents of air 
travel from higher to lower latitudes, —those 
north of the equator from the borth-oast to- 
warda the south west, Now, as the Quolera 
first starts from Southern Asia, where the at- 
mosphere must be first poisoned, it would in- 
ovitably travel on tho satne zone westward, 
always tending towards tho equator, but not 
northward. At least such would be tho case 
according to known atmospheric laws, 

Again, if this theory be true, why are not 
all localities over which the poisoned strata of 
air passes affected alike? Ono would suppoxe 
that all who breathed the infected air would 
foel the fatal resulta, Bucthis is not the case, 
Not only do some localities within the pro 
scribed belt excapt ontirely,but nome portions 
of the same town or city whore the Uholora 
rages are aldo comparatively exempt, One 
thing, however, in woll ascertained. ‘Those: 
who live in badly ventilated houses, or in dis- 
tricta which are poorly drained, whero all 
manner of vegetable and animal filth aro be 
{og decomposed, and impregnating the amon 
phere with thoir fostid odors, ax woll as those 
who live apon poor and unwholesome food, or 
who have acquired intemperate habith, are 
tho frat and casiost victina of the fell doa 
troyor, bis is pretty much all the light wo 
have upon the subject, but it is sulliciont to 
suggest Kuch sanitary regulations as from 
Utne to time have ben published upon the 
matter, 

It cannot, however, be considered that in- 
temporance, unwholesome diet, bad ventilag 
tion, Hithy streots, &o., aro the causes of Oho 
lora, because those exist continually, and the 
disoavo {4 only periodical.

Thus the Qadets of the Toronto School 
and of those schools West of Toronto, were 
formed into the right battalion; the Cadets 
of tho Kingston School, and the nglish- 
speaking Oudets of the Montreal and Que- 
bee Schools, composed the centre battalion ; 
the Oadots of French Canadian origin com- 
posed the lett battalion. 

By utilizing tho small barrack at La- 
prairic, I was cnabled to place each battal- 
jon under camp during two weeks; and in 
quarters one week, 

Owing to the distance of Laprairio from 
Montreal, and the impossibility of obtaining 
tho service of more than one small steamer, 
a large number of the Cadets did not reach 
camp on tho first day until after durk ; and 
before they could be told off to their several 
companies it began to rain heavily, ‘Tbe 
rain continued all night and all next day, 
and on the second night, although fine over- 
head, the weather was.cold and it blew from 
the north ; thus.the spirit of these young sol- 
diers-was rather severely tested at the out- 
set, and Tam happy to say that nothing 
could exceed their cheerfulness and humor 
under these trying circumstances. ‘The 
first rations wero servéd out to thom on the 
morning of their arrival, and these they 
had to cook for themselyes at the usual 
camp kitchens under the heavy rain, 

‘Tho Cadets, a large portion of them from 
tho best families in the country, fell into the 
usual routine of camp life with surprising 
readiness, ‘Their lives were precisely’ tho 
same as those lod by soldiers of the regulur 
army in the camp, and I must say that tho 
demeanor of all throughout was beyond 
praise, 

‘The second day after their assembly, the 
first being a Sunday, I ordered a brigade 
parade for the purposo of addrossing the 
Cadets; I was quite astonished at their ap- 
pearance and steadiness in the ranks, and 
although none of them had ever before 
formed a part of a larger body than fifty 
men, not only the battalion but the brigade 
movements were performed with surprising 
acouracy, and rapidity, ho brigade phy- 
sically presented a yery fine appearance, aud 
in all my experience [ haye never: seen a 
finor buttalion physically than tho Upper 
Oanadian battalion, not even among the reg- 
iments under Her Majosty’s guards, 

For the detail of duties and parades, I 
refer to Col, Wolsoley's report, It will be 
observed that during the progress of the 
camp, every Oadet had the opportunity for 
showing his ability in drilling a squad or 
company, as well as for acting as captain 
and covering-sergeant of a company in bat- 
talion ; and it was surprising to observe the 
aptitude and knowledge they genorally dis- 
played. It uffords a gratifying sey 
to the value of the Military Schools whic 
haye been established in the Province; and 
Lam thereby confirmed in the conviction 
that so soon as we shall have obtained, 
through the agency of these schools, a suffi- 
cient number of officers and non-commission- 
éd officors for the Service Militia, the as- 
sembling of them yearly in camps of instruo- 
tion will render it impossible to dispense 
with a large portion of the time during 
which the holo ofthe Service Militia Foroe 
ought otherwise to be oulled out yearly for 
training. 

During threo last days of residence, the 
Cadet Brigade was cnoampod with & brig: 
ade formed of the Montreal regular garrison, 
This force went through two divisional 
field days, commanded by Major-Genoral 
tho Hon, James Lindsay, the last being io 
the presence of the Licut.-General coumand- 
iog, and I fully corroborate Col. Wolseley's 
opinion that the Qadots compared moat fa- 
vyorubly with the regular troops, an opinion 
that was sbared in and oxproased by both 
Sir John Michel, and the Major-Gonoral. 

To give the Cadots thoir credit, it should 
bo stated that while they excouted all tho 
movements of a sham fight with tho samo 
precision and quickness as regular troops ; 
thoy suffered under tho groat disadvantages 
that tho captains and covering-sorgeants 
wore Cadets taken out of tho ranks to aot 
ag such in rotation, 

Among tho Cadets who attended tho 
camp wore Fronch Canadian inombors of 
Parliament, and ono Uppor Oanadian mom- 
ber, and I cannot speak too high of tho pa- 
triotic example exhibited by those gentle 
mon of chocrful submission to unaccustomed 
inconvonionce, and of ready and willing 
obedience to authority, 

Lord Aylmer was also presont in the 
ranks, with soveral gontlomen holding the 
rank of Lt.-Colonel in tho Sedontary Militia, 
bosides many officers who had sorved in tho 
rogular army; and tho samo acknowlodg.

To those of our readers who are not ac- 
quainted with the subject upon which we 
write, wo will state that Mr. Bessemer is the 
inventor of the process of making cast-steel 
direct from the iron ore, and lias patented his 


invention. As in this Oounty ure found vast 


beds of the kind of iron ore from which Mr. 
Bessemer bas thus far been uble to wake cast- 
atecl, we desire to give our readers as suc 
cinct a summary of the article in question ag 
wecan, Tho paper read was on the subject 
of “ the manufacture of cast-steo!, its pureness 
aud employment as a substitute for wrought 
iron.” 
Up to this period the manufacture of cast- 
steel by the old as well as by the new process 
is still so far imperfect, that steel of the high 
est quality cannot be made from inferior iron, 
88, tle Original qua 
joal iron elnplor > 
he-casBleol made, 
is freely "given tor 
‘ara*iron, while other 
brands of Swedish charcoal iron way be 
bought for £16. In either case these are ux- 
pensive raw materiala for the cast-steel maker. 
fwo bright rods 1] inches diameter were pro- 
duced, folded up cold under the bammor,— 
the metal extremely tough. Besseier’s cast 
steel for ship's plates is of an ex(romely tough 
and ductile quality, and possesses a degree of 
strength about double that of the inferior kind 
of iron plates usually used io ship-building. 
Hence it is found that a wuch less weight of 
material may be employed, and at the wame 
time a greater deg: ev of strength may be given 
to ull parts subjected to heavy strains. 
Messrs. Quiglky & Uo have constructed 
81,010 tons of shipping. wholly or partially 
built of steel. The principal wasts and spars 
of 18 gailing vessels bave been made wholly 
of steel, Vossols made of steel weigh 7 owt. 
as against 12 owt. per ton measurement when 
made by the old process. An ordinary ship 
of 1000 tons would weigh 250 tons less when 
made of steel than when made of iron, and 
could carry 250 tons or 25 per cent more 
freight. It ix still more important to employ 
steel for ships of war, and several advantages 
are pointed out,—voasels would be stronger 
and lighter. ‘lhe application of steel for rail- 
way purposes is of vital importance, and the 
substitution of steel rails for iron ig fully diss 
cussed; the power of resistance is as 20 to 1 
in favor of steel. 
The idea muot be dispelled that this steel 
is brittle, as some have supposed; on the con- 
trary it possesses an extreme degree of tough- 


ing extent.
